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1934—REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION—1935 


The Board of Education, in “presenting this report, wishes to em- 
phasize its policy in regard to teacher-training. The standards of earlier 
days when any “nice girl of the neighborhood” was eligible for a teach- 
ing position are fortunately outmoded. The state Board of Education 


requires of the Connecticut teacher preparation not only for teaching in 


general but in definite grades and subjects. Only by meeting these re- 
quirements may one obtain the state certificate necessary for any new 
employment in Connecticut schools. Moreover, finding a two year normal 
course inadequate for full preparation, the state has expanded its teaCher- 
training to cover four years and next June will graduate students from 
a Teachers College. 

The question before local boards has been: With the state providing 
ever better trained teachers through its normal schools, what can be done 
to improve local standards, and to give the best available to the children 
for whom the schools are made, without injustice to our corps oi 
teachers ? 

For many years our own Board has recommended that its teachers, 
especially those without normal training, take summer school and ex- 
tension courses. In more prosperous times the town has paid part of 
the expense involved. It seemed then, as now, important that those in 
charge of our children should grow in knowledge and keep in touch with 
modern ideas and methods. A few of our more progressive teachers 
followed these recommendations with result evident in their work. 

Following the organization of the four year Teachers College, this 
Board believed that in justice both to pupils and teachers, higher stand- 
ards should be made compulsory. On April 28, 1934, following Mr. 
Knox’s recommendation, the Board ruled that all our teachers. within 
five years must have secured the equivalent of a three year normal 
course. 

The results of this action were immediately apparent. Last winter 
twenty of our forty-eight teachers took:extension courses, and during the 
summer eighteen attended Yale and other Summer Schools. Two teachers 
on leave of absence completed a full year of normal work. Only those 
in close touch with our schools can estimate the value of this work to 
them. Teachers return to their classes, in most instances, with a fresh 
outlook, a new evaluation of their subjects, methods and abilities. 

Teaching is no longér merely an occupation; it is a profession with 
professional requirements. In bringing our teaching staff to a higher 
level of personal achievement and professional preparedness, the Board 
believes it has made a contribution to the advancement of education in 


Glastonbury, and gratefully acknowledges its debt in this matter to the © 


wise leadership of our Superintendent. 
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There is one further point to be emphasized. It is to be hoped that 
in the near future we may return to our former salary schedule with its 
regular increases. In view of the demands upon our teachers and their 
loyal response to these demands this seems only just; and as salaries 
are restored in surrounding towns, it will indeed be necessary, if we are 
not to sacrifice the best results of a progressive policy, to pay our 
teachers adequately.

TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, . 
GLASTONBURY, CONNECTICUT: 

I submit herewith the annual report of the condition of the public 
schools for the school year 1934-1935. 

As members of the Board of Education you have regularly and con- 
stantly been in receipt of partial reports that make up the statistical 
tables which accompany this statement. You have been intimately in 
contact with full information concerning the details of school adminis- 
tration at all times. Therefore this report will say nothing! new to you. 

But as a matter of record there is much that should be said. 

I shall deal, in this report, chiefly with one group of interests and 
activities that have held the major part of the attention of the schools 
this year. I refer to the matter of Health, Safety, and Recreation. 

It has probably seemed to some observers during the year that the 
schools have entirely dropped the teaching of the so called fundamental 
subjects such as reading, writing, and arithmetic. But such is not the 
case. 

On the contrary, intensified interest has been developed in those sub- 
jects by a continued drive on the main theme. 

We carried this program from the beginning of the year through the 
final graduation exercises. Special emphasis was placed on teaching 
group play and good sportsmanship ideals. Regular weekly visits were 
made toeach classroom in the elementary schools by Mr. Edward F. Stuart, 
the Director of Physical Education. On these visits he taught games of 
a wide variety to all children. He helped teachers plan programs of super- 
vised play for use in all kinds of weather and all seasons This program 
had its culmination on Play Day when all children met in three centers 
for group games. 

The School Nurse, Miss Emily C. Andrews, made regular and emer- 
gency calls at all schools, in promoting the many varied parts of a good 
Health Program, that ranged all the way from assisting the dentist to 
giving first aid. 

In May we held a so-called exposition of all the regular and special 
activities connected with Health, Safety, and Recreation. Several thousand 
interested people visted the various programs and displays which were 
brought from all the schools in town. Every school child had some part 
in either the program or display. Our school nurse was responsible for 
a large part of the planning and execution of the exposition. 

The Federal Government again carried on an adult education program 
in Glastonbury under our supervision. The report of the teacher of that 
work is included with this report of the teacher of that work is included 
with this report. 

‘Your policy of maintenance of school property is resulting in better 
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and more usable school accommodations. The high school building is full 
of pupils, but as you will note from the enumeration and registration 
tables, we have no housing problem. There is none facing us in the future 
unless the population of the town changes markedly. The real problem 
facing the schools is to avoid the stagnation that comes from complacen- 
cy, to be always ready to change to meet the needs of a changing world.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF GLASTONBURY HIGH SCHOOL 
1934-1935 
MR. FRANCIS S. KNOX, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Glastonbury High School 
for the year ending June 14, 1935. 

The high school enrollment for the past year was the largest in the 
history of the school. Three hundred sixty-five pupils were enrolled on 
October 1, 1934. 

During the past year we have continued our program of evening meet- 
ings with parents for the purpose of meeting them socially and for keep- 
ing them informed of the work of the school. We had our four class 
parent’s nights scheduled but had to combine the Sophomore and Junior 
nights because of bad weather. The attendance at these affairs is greater 
than in past years. At least half of the families in the school had repre-, 
sentatives at one parents’ party. 

The Student Council started a series of Student Council Conferences 
by inviting all schools in our athletic league to send representatives to 
Glastonbury in February to discuss problems of Student Participation in 
School Government. This particular type of conference has since been 
adopted by “The Connecticut High School Principal’s Conference,” and is 
to be carried out in groups throughout the state. 

We feel that the changes that were made last year in the English 
Curriculum have been successful. They have resulted in the pupils doing 
much more reading and becoming acquainted with many diversified fields 
of English Literature. 

The new course in Advanced Science meets the needs of the general 
pupils much better than the courses in mathematical Physics and Chem- 
istry. It has also relieved the crowded condition of these classes. 

The program for assimilating eighth grade pupils was carried on 
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similar to last year. The Fifth Annual Sub-Freshman Day was held in 
May and followed by evening conferences in the elementary schools in 
which the parents, pupils, eighth grade teachers, the high school Dean of 
Girls and the High School Principal participated. At these conferences the 
pupils programs for the coming year were made up and the pupils told 
of the work in the various high school fields. 

The graduation this year celebrated the three hundredth anniversary 
of Secondary Education in America. The program consisted of essays 
and pageants. It was planned by the senior honor pupils and their faculty 
advisors. 

Reports received from the colleges this year indicate that the gradu- 
ates of Glastonbury are doing better than average work in their ad- 
vanced schools. Sixteen of this years graduates intend to go to higher 
schools. This is a larger number than have entered in any of the past five 
years.

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THE SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 
1934-1935 


All schools in Glastonbury (a total of eleven) are visted once a week. 
by the nurse. It is the teacher’s duty to have any question or reports 
ready at that time. The visits are not made at a regular time each week 
because it is quite impossible to carry out a stated program, for there are 
always new cases and business needing immediate attention. If the 
teacher or parent wishes the nurse to call at a school or home more often 
than once a week she may phone the Academy School and the nurse will 
be glad to answer the call. If the nurse is not in the office at the time 
of the call, leave the message and the call will be answered. 

Home calls are made to all children who have been out of school 
more than three days. These children must have a doctor’s permit before 
coming back to school. Because so many parents do not have a doctor 
when a child is ill, this ruling is necessary to help control communicable 
diseases andi also to know if a child is fit to return to school. 

Home calls are made to parents of children with physical defects 
found when the child had a Health examination-by the Doctor in the 
school. And a follow-up visit is made to make sure the parent has done 
someting about the report. It is for the good of the child that we give 
these examinations and they must be followed up by a Doctor’s office 
call if the child is to receive the benefit of the work. 

Every child has a Health examination. This is done very carefully 
and completely; examining ears, throats, teeth, glands, heart, lungs, 
spines and posture. 

For some years the Visiting Nurse Association has sponsored School 
Dental Clinics which have been conducted by the dentist and the nurse. 
During this year we have had 34 dental clinics and 15 dental hygienist 
clinics which have taken care of a good majority of the dental work 
needed in the schools. 

Once a month there is a Well-Baby Conference sponsored by the 
Visiting Nurse Association held at the Williams Memorial Hall where 
all the babies and pre-school children are weighed and measured by the 
school nurse. 

During the months of April and May the Toxoid-Vaccination clinics: 
for the prevention of diphtheria and smallpox for children from the age 
of six months to five years are held. The inoculating is done by the 
local physicians and the toxoid and vaccine is furnished by the State 
Department of Health. There is no charge to the parent for the treat- 
ment, therefore every child in Glastonbury should have toxoid and vac- 
cination before he enters school unless he is physically unfit to be given 
the treatment. 

Each school is equipped, in the fall of every year, with a complete 
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First Aid unit. The purpose of these units are to care for minor injuries 
which occur on the school ground. The teacher is instructed as to the 
use of every article in the unit, and it is their responsibility to see that 
injuries are cared for when they happen, and not neglected, later be- 
coming infected and cause a great expense to the parent and to the child. 
If the teacher has any questions as to what to do in case of accident it 
is better for her to call the nurse and relieve herself of any responsibility. 
If needed, the nurse will have the child see the doctor and proper treat- 
ment will be prescribed. . All accidents occurring on the school grounds 
should be reported to the nurse, because a health record of every child is 
kept, and these accidents must be recorded for future reference. 

This year the Home Economics Class of the High School started a 
Nursery School under the direction of their teacher, Miss Staples. These 
babies are examined by the nurse every day for any signs of illness. 

We hope this will give you an idea of what the School Health pro- 
gram includes and a few of the duties of the nurse.

REPORT ON ADULT EDUCATION IN GLASTONBURY UNDER THE 
F.E.R.A. FROM OCTOBER 22, 1934 TO APRIL 4, 1935 


The total enrollment in English classes during this period of time 
was 43, with an average attendance of 21; 20 were enrolled in the Addi- 
son School, 3 in South Glastonbury homes, 4 in Griswold Street homes, 
2 in Naubuc Avenue homes, 6 in Neipsic Street homes, 7 in East Glaston- 
bury homes and one in Grove Street home. 

The Addison class had 39 sessions, 2 hours long, with a maximum 
attendance of 13, a minimum attendance of 2, and an average attendance 
of 7. 

The home classes had 214 sessions, 1 hour long, 42 sessions, 2 hours 
long, and 16 sessions, 3 hours long. At each session the attendance ranged 
from one to five. 

As in the past year, the students were divided into three groups to 
their abilities, experience, and needs. 

The beginners learned to write their names and addresses and to read 
and write simple practical English. Dramatization was used freely. 

The intermediates learned to read and write about current topics, 
useful everyday things, etc. Silent reading was started and discussions 
followed. Simple spelling and common rules of grammar were studied. 

The advanced group followed the same plan of study that the inter- 
mediates used, but harder lessons were introduced. This group enlarged 
their vocabulary through use of the dictionary. 
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A period of conversation was used to introduce each lesson. Current 
topics, the weather and special problems were mainly used. All of the 
groups studied civics, also, mainly by conversation. 

The teacher made sixty-five visits to better the relations between the 
home and the school, to help with naturalization papers, and to help in 
cases of sickness and accidents. 

The teacher visited and studied classes of this type in nearby towns 
and attended the annual, convention of the Connecticut Council of Adult 
Education in Waterbury. 

_ Eleven persons received their first naturalization papers and two their 
second naturalization papers. Three more have applied for their first 
papers and two more for their second papers. 

An F. E.R. A. survey was made in October, 1934 and showed about 
200 persons who wished to attend this type of class. Many of these people 
can only attend home classes because Glastonbury is a large town in 
area and in many places the homes are not close together. Many men 
and women are benefited by these classes. They help both English and 
non-English speaking persons, because relations are made easier when 
there is a common ground for meeting. It is hoped that both the home 
and school classes will be continued in the fall, and from then on until 
every person in Glastonbury can speak, read and write the English 
language.

REPORT OF HOME MAKING 
School Year 1934-1935 


The Home Making Department this year was organized on a different 
basis than in previous years. Instead of changing classes as usual at the 
end of each unit, each teacher kept the same group throughout the year. 
Our purpose was to become better acquainted with each individual girl, 
in order to give to each the practical experience in home making which 
she needs for her daily life, as a daughter in her home. 

Fifty-two were enrolled in the first year classes, twenty-four in the 
second year, and twenty-four in the seventh and eighth grade classes, 
making a total of one hundred students, which is a larger enrollment than 
ever before. | 

The units of work covered by the first year girls were as follows: 

1. Family Relationships— A study of the girl’s responsibilities to- 
ward the members of her family, and of their responsibilities toward her. 
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2. The Family Meals— The planning, preparation and serving of 
nutritions, well-balanced meals at a minimum cost, for the girl and her 
family. 

3. Personal Health and First Aid— Guarding good health and caring 
for the sick and injured. 

4. Clothing Selections— The selection of clothing becoming to the 
well-balanced wardrobe for the school girl. 

5. Clothing Construction— The making of:-underwear, night gar- 
ments and dresses. 

6. Care of Clothing— Laundering, spot and stain removal, cleaning 
and repair of clothing. 

The Second Year work included units in the following: 

1. Home Management— Budgeting the family income, buying, man- 
agement of time for household duties and worthy use of leisure time. 

2. Meal Planning— The planning, preparing and serving of nutri- 
tions, well-balanced meals at a minimum ccst. 

3. Home Nursing and First Aid— The equipping of a home medicine 
chest. 

4. Clothing Selection— The study of clothing which will furnish 
suitable and becoming garments for the High School girl’s needs. 

5. Clothing Construction—The making of garments which each giri 
needed to complete her wardrobe. 

6. Care of Clothing—Laundering, cleaning, care and repair of cloth- 
ing. : 

7. Decoration and Furnishing—Redecoration of the Teachers’ room 
and arrangement of the Play School Room. 

8. Child Care— A Play School was organized and conducted for six 
weeks for twelve pre-school children. 

The emphasis in the seventh and eighth grades was on the planning, 
preparation and serving of meals and on the construction of clothing.

ANNUAL REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 


Thirty boys registered in the agricultural department for the year 
1934-35 and twenty-eight remained at the close of the year. This is the 
largest enrollment in the history of the department. 

Twenty of these boys have been conducting poultry projects that 
total some 3,000 chicks and 400 hens. While brooding chicks most of the 
lads kept the mortality rate below 5%. Four boys have strawberry pro- 
jects, two have raspberry projects, two have potato projects, and one a 
home gardening project. During the next twelve months all of the boys 
hope to receive considerable income from their pullets, fruits and pota- 
toes.

The Town Plan Commission has laid out and had mapped by John 
Henderson, C. E. a proposed highway from Main Street at Station 50% 
east and south to Chestnut Hill Avenue, to be Known as Overlook Road, 
and after a public hearing on the proposed layout has voted that the 
maps on file with the Town Clerk be approved. 

Other projects, including a sewer system and sewage disposal plan, 
were discussed at various meetings.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

The duties of the Health Officer, although many and varied, fall chiefly 
into four general groups: firstly, the control of communicable diseases; 
secondly, sanitation; thirdly, school health supervision; fourthly, in- 
spection of water, food, and. milk. 

Communicable Diseases 

The State of Connecticut had an extensive epidemic of measles, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, and influenza last winter, and this town 
accordingly showed a large increase in these diseases (with the exception 
of scarlet fever) over the previous year. However, our rate was lower 
than that of the state as a whole. This lower rate is undoubtedly due to 
the use of health certificates required of school children after absence 
due to illness.

In 1933-34 there were two cases of undulant fever. This past year 
there was only one The disease usually is caused by drinking raw in- 
fected milk. Pasteurized milk protects the drinker, and as most of the 
milk consumed in town is now pasteurized, the likelihood of other cases 
is consequently less probable. There still remains a quantity of raw 
milk sold and without a system of local licensing, inspection, and super- 
vision of this milk is most impossible. : 

The two cases of typhoid fever occurred in the same family, and 
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were traced to another member of the family who was a “typhoid carrier” 

having had an unrecognized typhoid many years ago. The sanitary oc- 

commodations used by this family were a menace to others in the com- 

munity, and immediate steps were taken to correct the situation, and 

at present there is no possibility that the “carrier” can infect others. 
Sanitation 

Highty-two (82) sanitary inspections have been made of cesspools, 
swamps, garbage heaps, chicken yards, pigstys, wells, public toilets, and 
camps, and with one exception the health officer received the utmost co- 
operation in his efforts to correct defects. 

The unsanitary swamp on Spring Street into which cesspools had 
emptied for many years was drained and the property owners built proper 
septic tanks. 

The frequent overloading of tanks and cesspools, the poor soil drain- 
age in some areas, the increase in building near Glastonbury Center 
makes the need for public sewers very urgent. A sewage disposal plant 
would also be necessary if sewers are laid, since the State Water Com- 
mission will no longer permit untreated sewage to be emptied into the 
Connecticut River. It is only a question of time before this system must 
be built, and the sooner it is undertaken the better. Pratt Street, upper 
Naubuc Avenue, House Street, Sycamore and Griswold Streets, are par- 
ticularly in need of sewers. 


School Health Supervision 


A physical examination of all school children was made last year, 
and the parents notified of the defects found. The total defects, while 
large, is not as significant of poor health conditions, as it might seem. 
Eliminating poor posture and teeth brings down the total to 671 defects 
which are important. Many children had two or more abnormalities. 
It will be the endeavor of the school nurse, teachers, and health officer 


to have as many of these defects remedied as is possible. It cannot be 


done without the aid of the parents or guardians. 

With the approval of the School Board, a system of health certifica- 
tion was inaugurated last year. Every child absent for more than four 
days because of ilness is now required to bring a doctor’s certificate. By 
this method, several cases of undiagnosed measles, scarlet fever, septic 
sore throats, and whooping cough wer ekept out of school. Undoubtedly, 
this system did much to keep our epidemic of contagious diseases below 
the state average last winter. This system is being continued this 
winter. The helpful co operation of parents in this new opi is greatly 
appreciated by the héalth officer.. ~~ | ‘ 

The usual vaccination and diphtheria toxoid clinics were held with 
the able assistance of the Visiting Nurse ‘Association. 
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Inspection of Water, Milk and Food 


The State Department of Health and Dairy and Food Commissioner 
in most instances carry on these inspections and make the necessary 
laboratory tests. The health officer has made several examinations of 
meat markets, restaurants and dairies. The present method, however, is 
unsatisfactory due to lack of any local ordinance for licensing persons 
selling food or drinks. It would be desirable some time to require 
licensing of all such dealers and follow this by regular inspections, so 
that the consumer may be assurred of clean food, handled by healthy 
individuals.
